Hiroyuki 
specifically discloses, at least in paragraphs 14-17 and 20-24, that the device has the same physical structure and that the layer in 
question prevents shorting effects and low emission efficiency, and as such, has "sufficient" thickness and resistivity to perform the 
function. Specifically, the layer has the same physical location, thickness and material composition as defined in the remaining rejected 
claims. As such, the remaining claims stand anticipated by Hiroyuki. 
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
